FRAUD CONSPIRACY CHARGED 


It Is Alleged That Senator Borah 
and Others Engaged ina Plot 
to Defraud the United 
States Government. 


Boise, Idaho, September 4.—The indict- 
ments returned last April by the federal! 
grand jury against Senator William E. 
Borah and three prominent men, charg- 
ing conspiracy to defraud the United 
States government, was served on the 
defendants today. 

Senator Borah was leading counsel for 
the state In the prosecution of Haywood 
and other union labor leaders for alleged 
conspiracy to murder. Haywood was 
acquitted. 


UC. S. JUDGE IS STILL ENJOINING. 


Another Opinion Handed Down by 
Jones, of Alabama. 

Montgomery, Ala., September 4.—(Special.) 
In an opinion handed down today, United 
States Judge Thomas G. Jones hold that there 
fg no way of setting the question of the 
right of the estate in regard to rates except 
by a court of equity. He also holds that 
the only way to get at the matter is to 
make a full To thie end he 
hag granted an injunction restraining state 
and county officers from prosecuting for vio- 
lation of acts restrained fn his court, holding 
that such violation under the circumstances 
is not such ds to bring about eae criminal 
deed. Not to grant the injunction, he gays, 
would mean great inconvenience to not only 
domestic but interstate passengers and delay 
the mails. To refuse the’ injunctions would 
be to make possible irreparable injury. The 
ruling in the case is on the application of 
the Louisville and Nashville for an injunc- 
tion to restrain sheriffs and solicitors as wel! 
as other officers.

CATARACT WAS ILLUMINATED 


Thousands Were Watching Play of 
Electric Lights on Falls When 
Man Leaped from the Steel 
Bridge to His Death in 


Chasm Below. 


New York, September 4.—For the first 
time tonight the power of Niagara Falls 
was turned back to illuminate the falls. 
Lights aggregating 14,115,800 candle 
power, thrown from thirty-six great re- 
flectors, changed the mass of water into 
cataract. Twenty-one fif- 
teen-inch and fifteen three-inch search- 
lights, set in batteries scattered along 
the gorge, with those on the cliffs 
above on the Canadian side, converged 
their rays first on the American falls, 
and then on the Horseshoe. 

At first the light was white, but 
gradually into it crept a tinge of vei- 
low, until the floating mass of water 
glistened with all the soft tinges of the 
rainbow. 

A startling tragedy occurred on the 
steel bridge shortly after 9 o'clock. 
Hundreds of people had gone out on 
the bridge to get a view of the falls 
under the searchlights.. An unknown 
man in the crowd suddenly leaped upon 
the railing, stood posed for a moment, 
and then leaped into the chasm. His 
body struck the water 192 feet below, 
and disappeared in the rapids.

If the 
condition is as reported, the facts (using 
no names) can be brought before the 
city and county authorities. In lieu of 
a favorable response from those sources, 
the public might be appealed to. 

“The plight of these people is the most 
pitiable conceivable.

The other cadets recommended for dis- 
missal were George F. Humbert, ot 
Pennsylvania, and James E. Austin, of 
New York, who left the practice ship at 
Bath, Me., after having been refused 
shore leave. They have not yet replied 
to the letter from the department.

Taft on the Tariff. 
Secretary Taft’s pronouncement on 
the subject of tariff revision, made in 
his opening eddress at Columbus, O., 
has signally failed to meet general 
approval. 

The promise that revision will be at- 
tempted after the next presidential 
election does not even appeal to that 
eiement in the secretary’s own party 
which favors revision. They insist 
tuat “now is the accepted time.” 

Neither has the carefully worded 
reassurance that revision will be ac- 
complished by the republican party, 
in conformity with the established 
principle of ‘protection, made_ the 
stand-pat element view Secretary 
Taft’s candidacy any more favorably. 

Evidence is accumulating that the 
republicans of the middle west are 
growing somewhat suspicious of the 
prepeated promises of tariff revision 
made just before presidential election 
time, and then relegated to the back- 
ground until four years later. As a 
campaign promise it is of venerable 
respectability. 

The democrats of the country view 
these promises of ‘revision by the 
friends of the tariff’ as one of the 
quadrennial political jokes played by 
the republicans of the east on the re- 
publicans of the west. 

The attitude of the National Asso- 
ciation of Manufaeturers, which con- 
tains a majority in favor of tariff 
revision, is just now giving the lead- 
ing republican candidate more con- 
cern than any other factor. They 
want action and want it now. 

“If it is well to revise the tariff,” 
declared Chairman H. E. Miles, of the 
tariff committee of that association, 
in a recent interview, “if it contains 
wrongs today, why should. we wait 
ore or two years for reformation.” 

In urging immediate action, he said: 

The tariff is an economic question, 
not a political one, and it requires the 
work of a non-partisan, expert, sane 
commission to say what schedules 
Should be reduced and what increased. 
In a word, we want an adjustment 
after ample consideration by men who 
are competent to give it, and not sim- 
ply a revision. 

It will be recalled that Secretary 
Taft incorporated the resolution of 
the National Manufacturers’ Associa- 
tion calling for tariff revision in his 
Columbus speech, evidently to im- 
press the obstinate tariff robbers with 
the fact that discontent even among 
the faithful was growing. 

It is not to be supposed that the 
recommendation of the association 
for the creation of a non-partisan and 
ncn-political body of tariff experts 
te investigate and pass upon changes 
in schedules will be acceptable to cou- 
gress. Still, the work of such a body, 
even shorn of plenary power, might 
secure to congress valuable informa- 
ticn to aid in revising the schedules. 

Secretary Taft favors an advisory 
committee.. Why not create such a 
body at the approaching session? 
By such an act congress would at 
least et the work under way. 

When manufacturers themselves ad- 
mit that tariff charges, levied presum- 


ably to counterbalance the difference 
in price in favor of the foreign pro- 
diicer, are not only vastly in excess of 
that difference, but actually equal to 
the total wage cost of production in

For the first time in history debtor 
and creditor nations have assembled 
in a@ peace conference and discussed 
the collection of contract debts. 

The proposal of Dr. Luis Maria 
Diago, of Venezuela, to forbid the use 
cf force in the collection of debts due 
by one nation to the citizens of an- 
other did not meet the entire approval] 
of th American delegation. Genera] 
Horace Porter, formerly minister to 
Paris, submitted, on behalf of the 
Lnited States, a modified resolution 
which received the practically unani- 
mous approval of the committee on 
Tuesday. Switzerland alone held out. 
The adoption of the principle of arbi- 
tration in settling such disputes is 
thus practically assured. 

The preliminary consideration of 
questions submitted to the congress 
has been had in four committees. A 
plenary session of the whole body 
will probably take place early this 
month, at which the action of the 
conference on the subject of contract- 
ua] debts will be ratified. 

The measure adopted on Tuesday 
plovides that the arbitration board 
shall determine the justice of a debt 
as wel] as the time and method of 
its settlement. It differs from the 
original proposal on this subject 
mainly in form and in the numerous 
reservations which are omitted. The 
only time when force may be used 
is when the “debtor state refuses or 
leaves unanswered an offer of arbi- 
tration, or, in case of its acceptance, 
makes a conclusive compromise im- 
pessible, or, after arbitration, fails to 
conform to the award.” 

Some opposition was offered to the 
American suggestion that its adhesion 
to the agreement would be subject to 
the ratification of the document by 


nations took the same ground. 

The prevention in future of armed 
conflicts over pecuniary issues will 
be a distinct gain for the peace of 
the world. Arbitration in such cases 
is demanded by both justice and 
common sense.

i A Union Founded on Equity. 

The address of President Charles 
Barrett, of the National Farmers’ 
‘Union, delivered at the convention of 
that body in Little Rock, was notable 
for its conservatism of utterance, no 
less than for a sensible appreciation 
of the responsibilities entailed on the 
union by the vast power created by 
its far-reaching organization. 

The following extract, for example, 
irdicates convincingly that President 
Barrett, while recognizing in their en- 
tirety the rights and the needs of the 
hest of which he is the leader, real- 
izes with an equal degree of keen- 
ness the important relation in which 
the union and its acts stand with re- 
lation to the other business interests 
of the country: 

The one clear, crystal thing we must 
keep in our minds is the fact that we 
are here to demand and to secure every 
right and every liberty for ourselves 
and for our wives and for our children 
that our numbers and our influence and 
our importance to. the republic will 
justify. : 

But when this is done I am sure that 
I speak the sentiment of the great and 


Antelligent body over which I preside 


when I say that we do not wish to 
curtail the legitimate prosperity of any 
class of industry, high or low, in the 
republic. We wish our rights, we de- 
mand our privileges, we insist upon 
our full equality in the privileges of 
the government and in the conditions 
of transportation, of prices and of rep- 
resentation. But with these accom- 
plished, we are, and we must continue 
to be, American citizens, standing 
without malice and without bitterness 
or narrowness in our own places in the 
economic and moral life of the republic 
and recognizing the right of every 
other class and of every other man to 
live, and willing in our own minds and 
with our own hands to help in the 
prosperity of our fellow-men. 


As long as the plans and policies 
or the Farmers’ Union are founded 
on such a clear perception of equity 
—the “square deal,” to put it in the 
current vernacular—the success of its 
aims and the growth of its influence 
are assured beyond peradventure. 

Expressed in concentrated form, 
the utterance of President Barrett 
means that the union, while insisting 
on just compensation and fair dealing 
for its members, will never be found 
misusing its vast influence to the 
detriment of any one of the innumer- 
able branches of industry with which 
it; ramifications bring it into such 
close contact.

At first thought, the fact that the 
ranks of this unhappy class will cease 
to be recruited, once the law becomes 
universally effective, would seem to 
minimize the importance and urgency 
of the Suggestion of Mr. Evans. 

What, in the meantime, will become 
of the hundreds of drug users already 
fust in the grasp of the habit—the 
many whose morbid craving, pam- 
pered through years of increasing in. 
dulgence, wil] lead them to send out 
cf the state for the material where- 
with to appease their depraved appe- 
tites, or to resort to innumerable 
tricks and subterfuges to evade the 
lew in Georgia? And what will be- 
come of the other hundreds who, in 


sickness or chance may acquire sim- 
ilar habits? 

The stress of the moment is suffi- 
ec.ent argument for at least a consid- 
eration of the plan of the city 
warden. 

Ugly facts and conditions are not 
cbliterated by ignoring their exist- 
ence. Any reputable physician of At- 
lenta, or any other town in Georgia,

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the will-power paralyzed by morbid 
pathological conditions, pitilessly de 
mands its toll of sedative or stimu- 
lant, without which it has been defi- 
uitely proven that reason, life itself, 
is placed in grave peril. 

It has also been established that 
the greater percentage of these hab- 
itues may be restored to health and 
scciety by well-directed and timely 
medica] treatment. Such being the 
case, it follows that the community 
owes as definite an obligation to the 
indigent class of “fiends” as it does 
to that portion of its population 
stricken with temporary or incurable 
insanity. 

The matter is one which will no 
gcubt appeal to the kindly-disposed 
people of Atlanta and of Georgia. 
Several days have now elapsed with- 
out bringing a systematic solution of 
a pathetic condition, the existence of 
which cannot be denied. The sugges 
tion of Mr. Evans has at least the 
merit of practicability and of philan- 
thropic motive.

English Church Loses 
Fight of a Century 


London, September 1!14.—The Church 
of England has lost one of the great- 
est fights it ever made. With the pro- 
rogation of parliament there became a 
law sanctioning _marriage with a 
deceased wife’s sister, the most bitterly 
opposed bill with which England has 
had to deal. Nineteen times it has 
been in one or the other of the houses 
of parliament, and the persistent op- 
position of the church has been able 
to smother it. Even this year it bare- 


ily escaped suffocation in the house of 


lords, having only a majority of 32 in 
a vote of 190, but the house of com- 
mons put it through with a majority 
that spoke eloquently for the sense of 
the people. 

With the deceased wife's sister bill 
there will always be connected the 
name of the duke who first introduced 
such a measure, and the names of the 
bishops who, if one may say so, play- 
ed rather low down with it. The duke 
was the seventh duke of Beaufort.

A few 
peeresses sat in the galleries and there 
was a crush of women downstairs. 

Advocates of a change in the law 
took their stand by common sense, 
while antagonists took the loftier at- 
titude that to sanction marriage with 
the sister of a dead wife was contrary 
to pure religion. The earl of Tweed- 
mouth, in advancing the second read- 
ing, gave the familiar instance, who 
better than an aunt to look 
motherless children? But he was 
Slightly nervous, because of the prox- 
imity of the bishops, for he said, in a 
little Oratorical flight: “I hear by my 
side the rustle of the white wings of 
my right reverend friends, which 
makes me think they are as anxious as 
in the past to smother the baby of 
which I have charge.”’ 

The earl of Shaftesbury, in a speech 
which was full of earnestness, moved 
the rejection of the bill because it 


the archbishop of Canterbury raised 
his voice, warned the peers not sim- 
Ply to regard the matter in a rough 
and ready way, and assume that the 
objection was a piece of outworn ec- 
clesiastical Prejudice. He maintained 
that the whole history of Christendom 
was against the change. 
Lord James, of Hereford, however 
Sturdy despite his many years, hotly re- 
pudiated the authority of the church 
I protest that in this country, blessed 
by a great reformation, we should go 
back to men of narrow views to guide us 
not only as to what is right, but as to 
what is beneficial for the people.” 


Attacked the Churchmen. 

A leading member of the government, 
the lord chancellor, “attacked” the bish- 
Oops. He was a churchman; he had sin- 
cere respect for spiritual laws; but this 
was a subject on which the nation 
should not be bound by canonical] distinc- 
tions or niceties. Why should those who 
did not belong to the Church of England 
be bound by canon law? Later, Lord 
Heneage declared that thousands upon 
thousands of the children of the poor 
would bless the day when this bill be- 
came law. The bishops, however, stood 
firm. The bishop of London said that 
the bill would lead to misery; the bishop 
of Hereford feared that it would break 
the sanctity of the family circle; the 
bishop of Salisbury mourned over the 
laxity of public opinion, and said that, 
unless a clear rule were maintained, we 
would get on a downward plane. 

Later on in the evening the marquis 
of Salisbury spoke vigorously and im- 
pressively against the bill. The people 
who wanted it, he said, were those who 
had broken the law, and did not desire 
to bear tthe consequences. “The moral 
Sense Of the country does not support 
the existing unenlightened, arbitrary and 
unjust law,”’ remarked the ear! of Crewe, 
in closing the debate. 

The bill had a less stormy time in the 
house of commons, and on Wednesday it 
was a law.

Councilman Terrell Talks About 
Resolution, 


SAYS COUNCIL MUST ACT 


He Believes Majority of Council Will 
Favor Requesting Railroad Com- 
mission to Take Light, Tele- 
Phone and Street Car 
Rates in Atlanta. 


H. Terrell says 
the resolution which 
to have the 


Councilman W. 
intends to push 
he introduced in council, 


up the rates on gas light, street rail- 
roads and telephones in Atlanta. 

“My .1esolution,” said Councilman 
Terrell, while discussing the matter 
yesterday, ‘‘was referred to two coun- 
cil committees, and I am a member 
of one of them. I believe the commit- 
tees will act next week, and that there 
will be a favorable report when coun- 
cil. meets Monday week. The resolu- 
tion simply provides for a minimum 
rate on tele; hones and gas lights, and 
asks that the commission require the 
companies to fix reasonable maximum 
rates. It also provides for a reduc- 
tion in street car fare in the city by 
requiring the railroad company to sell 
eight tickets for 25 cents and give 
transfers for the same.” 

Councilman Terrell called attention to 
the fact that the new law which gave 
the state railroad commission power 
to act upon telephone, gas and street 
car rates, also provides for the experts 
to be emploved by the commission at 
the expense of the state. 

Will Follow Atlanta’s Example. 

“IT understand,” stated the council- 
man, “that since it has become known 
that the city council of Atlanta is con- 
sidering the advisability of calling 
upon the railroad commission to regu- 
late telephone, gas and _ “street car 
rates, other cities may soon follow 
suit. I have seen clippings from 
newspapers throughout the state, and 
it is said that the press is urging all 
the cities in the state to watch the 
outcome of Atlanta’s move, and, if 
Z00d comes of it, to follow the ex- 
ample. I feel certain that a majority 
of the present council desire to benefit 
the city as much as possible, and at 
the same time deal justly and: fairly 
with the utility corporations.”

Louisville and Nashville and the ‘Atlantic Coast Lina 
Want Order Preventing Enforcement 
of Rule 334. 


The Louisville and Nashville railroad 
and the Atlantic Coast Line, shown in 
the legal papers to be lessees of the 
Georgia railroad and its branches, every 
mile of which is set out fully in the 
legal document prepared by B. J. Cum- 
ming and Bryan Cumming of Augusta, 
and McDaniel, Alston and Black, of 
Atlanta, attorneys for the petitioners, 
want an order from the United States 
court preventing a compliance with rule 
334, issued by the Georgia railroad com- 
mission, which makes the passenger rate 
within the state two and one-quarter 
cents a mile instead of three cents @& 
mile, which has been the rate obtaining 
in the past. 

In every essential detail the petition 
filed with the clerk of the United States 
court yesterday is like that filed by the 
Atlantic Coast Line and the Central 
against the Georgia railroad commission 
the latter part of last week. 

After naming the members of the com- 
mission, Messrs. McLendon, Hil] Ste- 
,vens, Hillyer and Calloway, the paper 
shows that the Georgia railroad has one 
hundred and seventy-one miles of track 
between Atlanta and Augusta together 
with two miles from Camack to War- 
renton, eighteen mile sfrom Barnett to 
Washington, forty miles from Union 
Point to Athens and seventy-four miles 


from Warrenton to Macon. It then as-

There was nothing in offi- 
cial reports to confirm ¢hts dispatch and dur- 
ing the middle session prices eased off 6 to 
7 points from the best under realizing, but 
rallied again and reached the highest point 
of the day in the late trading on covering 
and bull support, which was encouraged by 
rumors of a bullish crop statement by a 
prominent local authority tomorrow regarding 
wey storm damage. The close was 2 to

STOCKS ON DOWN 


RADE AGAIN 


Reaction Due to Anti-Corpora- 
tion Agitation, 


Reopening of Inquiries and the Ob- 
jections Raised Against Grant- 
ing of Immunity to the Chie + 
cago and Alten Were 
Factors in Decline. 


New York, September 4—The reaction in 
prices of stocks today was regarded as be- 
ing due, for the most part, to the natura! 
running out of the force towards recovery 
which has been operative more than a week 
now, but beside the normal reactionary ten- 
dency, due to trading conditions, there was 
some revival of positive factors of depresson. 
These had to do mostly with phases of the 
anti-corporation agitation. The incidents of 
most influence in reawakening the subject 
were the apparent objections raised against 
the granting of immunity to the Chicago and 
Alton for the same thing used in convicting 
the Standard Oil Company, of rebating, and 
the reopening of the hearings in the local 
traction inquiry, which is being conducted 
by the public service commission. Another 
source of uneasiness was the doubt whether 
the copper market would settle into a stable 
condition at the lower price level established 
by yesterday’’s cut. There seems to be more 
assurance on this head abroad than in this 
country and copper securities there proved in 
contrast with their: conspicuous place in the 
decline here. American Smelting did not ¢s- 
cape the influence of the weakness in this 
group, in spite of the verification of the 
character of the results shown from the 
year's operations. The reported embarrass- 
ment of the Union Iron and Steel Company 
had a discouraging effect, which was feared 
as a symptom of conditions in the trade. 
The day’s money market showed a _ better- 
ment of conditions in the further vielding of 
time loan rates. Sterling exchange also fell 
further, as it did in Parts, but the decline in 
discount rates in London was uninterrupted. 
The shake-up in wheat was not disregarded 
in the stock market, though it was attrib- 
uted principally to foreign crop conditions.
